C. TV. Dickey, were flled with the council, 
tho first.asking that the action of-bono- 
van In appointing, three architects who 
Were not Oakland men 
should 
be

Minded by the council, and the other de- 
manding that the ordinance creating the 
position of city architect, under which 
Donovan was appointed, be rescinded In 
Its entirety, and that the whole procedure 
be recommenced from tbe beginning.

Manager F. A. Leach Re- 


quests That Same Prices 


Be Maintained 


Asking that the present gas an(j electric 


rates be continued In force for the fiscal 
year of 1912-1913, the Pacific 
Gas and 


Electric Company, through District Man- 
ager Frank A. Leach Jr., flled a statement 
containing a mass of statistics with the 
city council yesterday afternoon at the 
special session for taking testimony and 
receiving data relative to the rate ftrfng 
The rates 
were voluntarily 
reduced in 


January of this year by the company, and, 
according to District 
Manager 
Leach, 


there it no city in the United States en- 
Joying BO low a rate for electric current 
as Oakland. Leach, also declares that the 
gas rates aie among the lowest In the 
United States for similar service. 
- • .The statements,. Inventories and sta- 
tistics flled by the'company'with the city 
council tend to show that the Paciflc Gas 
and Electric Company will receive a rea- 
sonable rate of Interest on the capital 
Invested and not more, but tho council Is 
anxious to assure Itself that the figures 
tell the same story when critically ex- 
amined by experts not employed by the 
gas and electric company. 


TO EMPLOY EXPERT. 


To this end It has been decided to em- 


ploy an expert on gas and electric rates 
following the procedure of the city In 
the matter of water rates. An expert en- 
gineer who has had some experience In 
Investigating and handling gas and electric 
plants will be asked to go over the lengthy 
statistics compiled by the company, and 
to report back to the city council 6n the 
matter. 


Mayor Frank It Mott obtained a prom- 


ise from the officials of th corporation 
that an authorized representative of tho 
city shall havo the right to examine the 
books of the 
Paciflc Gas 
and Electric 


Company to check up the figures sub- 
mitted. The city expert 
will be given 


free access to the company's books, ac- 
cording to District Manager Leach, and 
the company win place no obstacles In the 
way of the city obtaining the fullest In- 
formation possible In Its effort to for- 
mulate a basis • for fixing rates for the 
coming fiscal year.

CRITICS' CHARGES. 


"These critics tell us that we are be- 
hind the times,, that we are. In the sig- 
nificant language of thn pamlne table, 
stand-putters; thnt we have lost touch 
with the march of T*r<'giec*i; tnat we are 
out of sympathy orlth .the la^'sTic^ton of 
the deepest humn.ii r.i«lJ ri..£ tvUu the 
alleviation of human suffering; that wo 
put property rights above human rights, 
and that «orae means—violent if possible, 
peaceable If necessary—roust be found to 
free the Government from our paralyzing 
control. 


"To one who knows the .political history 


of tho United States, these charges seem 
strange Indeed. One wonders whether he 
is really listening to the speech of sane 
men or to tho incoherent ravings of Bed- 
lam. 


"The answer comes back that our whole 


fuun of government la askew; that the 
Republicans 
and 
the

If 
these statements were made of the gov- 
ernment of Russia in the seventeentn 
century, or of the government of China 
under the Manchu kings,, or of the gov- 
ernment of an unreformed Turkey, they 
would neither surprise nor alarm us.

There has been some unjust criticism directed against the Super- 


visors for seeming delay in the matter of the county taking, over from 
tin. Federal government three bridges across the tidal canal. It is 
not a small undertaking for them to enter into. A gieat responsibil- 
ity rests upon whatever action they decide to take. While incon- 
siderate persons may imagine that the board has h< en backward in 
negotiations, the real truth of the matter is that it has been most 
busy. The county surveyor has devoted considerable time to making 
additional reports on the condition of the bridges at the suggestion of 
the supervisors. 


He has found that the structures are not in the best of condition 


and that in the event of the county assuming their upkeep, within] 
two or three years a large expenditure would be necessary for re- 
pairs. H<nce, the Supervisors are proceeding slowly for the best in- 
terests of the people in the long run. They intend to see to it that 
the government engineers place the bridges in first-class condition 
before they complete the contract by accepting them. On the other 
hand, the Supervisors realize that from a commercial standpoint the 
draws should be made available to shipping as soon as possible, but 
to assume their operation while they are in unfit condition would be 
shortsighted policy that would in the end cost the county dear.

Millions Starving it China. 


In trrij, land of prosperity and plenty few of us have any sort of 


realization of the appalling famine that is now prevailing in Central 
China, where 3,000,000 people are on the verge of starvation 
Last 


summer throughout an area of 50,000 square miles unprecedented 
flood^s wiped out the crops. Multitudes have already died of hunger 
and *death is still takirrg a grewsome toll. No harvest can be ex- 
pected until next 'month and meanwhile the situation is becoming 
more and more acute. 


A famine felief committee, with headquarters at Shanghai, has 


been indefatigable in sending forth world-wide appeals for help, but 
the world has Cither been too much absorbed in its own affairs or 
else more interested in the political upheaval in China to pay much 
heed to the needs of the starving millions: The iclief committee will 
use in part what funds it may receive, in employing laborers to build 
dikes and in such other work as will help to prevent the reci»rrence 
of flood and famine. This labor will be paid for in grain, not money. 


The. committee seeks to impress upon the world that this is one 


;of the greatest^famines of modern times. Six hundred thousand 
'families are without food or'means of support. Fifteen dollars will 
save~a-whole family- from starvation. Fifteen hundred dollars will 
save 100 families. 


As president of the American ReH Cross, President Taft has 


issued a proclamation asking the people of *he United States to help 
the people of China. He has joined with other officers of the Red 
Cross in requesting this citizens' committee to make known the facts. 
The Chinese government and people are doing what they can to re- 
lieve the situation, but they meet only a fraction of the need. 


To America in particular China calls for aid in her hour of dire 


woe.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 9.—After lin- 


gering between life and death for nearly 
eight days, Howard Eagan, the youth who 
was 
accidentally 
shot 
by 
Georgle 


Meagher, a 13-year-old girl, died at the 
French hospital, at 8:30 this morning. 


Bagan was employed in the Fillmore 


street penny arcade - and -when 
the 


Mcagher girl, with a chum, stopped at 
the establishment on April 1, and asked 
to be allowed to try just one shot. Eagan 
consented. The child had never had a 
gun In her hand before, an<5 as the young 
man stooped down to arrange one of the 
ropes, she picked up the weapon. 
With- 


out i noticing Eagan, she flrsi, and the 
young, man rose just in .time to get ihe 
bullet in the head. After ho had Been 
removed to the Central Emergency hos- 
pital, an operation was performed and It 
was found that tho bullet had gone to 
the base of the brain. E»gan suffered a 
partial paralysis and It was at first 
thought that h« might recover, although 
it was seen that he would be crippled for 
life. Last night, however, ho took a turn 
for the worse, and his death followed to- 
day. 


The child, who unwittingly killed young 


Eagan, has been on the verge of a ner- 
vous collapse ever since. She was booked 
by the police for a public Institution in- 
«tead of for assault and released on nom- 
inal ball. It will bo necessary now to 
charge her with manslaughter, and she 
will have to undergo tho ordeal of a 
trial In tlio Juvenile court, and an ap- 
pearance before the coroner's Jury. 


She Is tho daughter of an auctioneer, 


grammar school girl.

2^ years old. and Is a, son of an employe 
of the. Southern Pacific. He leaves a 
father, mother,and several brothers.

WANT NON-SLIPPERY STREETS. 
The society has also received from the 


National JHumane body a communication 
to the effect that the American Humane 
Association offers a reward of fifty dol- 
lars for the best solution of tfie problem 
cf slippery stieets and for the most prac- 
tical form of pavement which shall at 
once be non-slippery for horses, sanitary 
for the public, and 
durable from an 


economic standpoint. It must not be 
too costly, must be readily cleaned, and 
must not unduly 5olt or jar the horses' 
feet. It Is well Known, to humanitarian 
workers that large numbers "of horses 
suffer and are Irretrievably ruined be- 
cause of slipping and also falling upon 
citj- streets with unduly smooth pave- 
ment.

The proposed plan would 
reduca.the number of designs for United 
States notes and gold and sllve?' certi- 
ficates from 19 to 9.

College- Graduate Sends Vivid 


Description of Great Con- 


flagration. 


BERKELEY, Apr!! 8. — J. L. Dobbins, 


graduate of the University of California 
Mid an engineer now located near Tien- 
Ftsln, China, has written to his sister, 
*M!ss Rosemary Dobbins of 2600 Warring 
ctreet a vivid description of the looting 
of that city whe nthe soldieis of the 
revolution ran amuck there. The scene 
he describes as resembling the burning 
of San Fianclsco viewed from the Ber- 
keley hills. 
His letter is in part as 


follows. 


"On Saturday night, March 2, the cele- 


bration of the Chinese feast of the lan- 
terns In Tien-tsin was Interrupted by a 
riot and fire in the eastern portion of 
the native part of the city. This started 
about 9.30 p. m. in the region near the 
viceroy s yamen and the mint, where 
t 


Yiooting was heard and two 
separate 


Ires epiang up. 
Within half an houi 
ther fires had started In six separate 
places along the Ta Hung Tung and the 
Ku Yl Chich (old clothes street), and a 


• continuous rattle of musketry was heard. 
Viewed from the north, new fire centers 


• appeared and grew until 14 separate con- 
flagrations could be counted, and by 1 
a. m. these had spread and merged until 
the whole city seemed to be a continu- 
ous fire, resembling very much the San 
Francisco fire as viewed from Berkeley." 
These fires, Dobbins explains, 
were 
found on Investigation 
to. have 
been 
started by soldiers of the third division, 
who had come down by night train from 
Peking, and, instead of being stopped, 
they were joined by a portion of the po- 
lice force. 
They worked systematically, 
beginning at the mint, which was looted 
ot many thousand pounds of silver and 
copper coins,r then to the cash shops and 
pawn shops of the city. In maiii uaneti 
where a shopKeeper resisted he was shot, 
'and the building then fired after the loot- 
ing was completed. 
"OBeat care was shown In avoiding all 
roreiWi properly and both foreigneis and 
their possessions were left unmolested," 
nays Dobbins. "This seems to have been 
characteristic of all 
the 
disturbances 
during the present revolution, and the 
Chinese have certainly"been,scrupulous In 
their observance of foreigners' rights — 
and in coitgnlto-^'.:.^-' struggles and their 
depredations to their own nationality. 
"Ons foreigner. Dr. Schryer, was killed 
but it Is probable, so far an proof can 
be obtained, that he was struck by a 
stray bullet 
The 
foreign 
confessions 
were not touched and foreigners living 
in the native city, in mleMons and else- 
where were not molested."

BEAUTIFUL 
TEACHER

, N a recent lecture by Prof. S. L. Ileeter, head of the 


board of education in Pittsburg, we learn that 
beauty and youth are the most important requisites 
of a school teacher—beauty of mind and youthful- 
ness of heart and spirit. Crabbed old maids need 
not apply. 


To quote from the lecture, "My first requisite for a teacher 


would be good health, then optimism, interest in work, perennial 
youth, and progression. I believe in young teachers—that is, 
young in spirit, those who are responsive to good humor. 


"Any 
professional dignity that must be guarded is not gen- 


uine. Getting old is a bad habit, and we need teachers who 
sing more and scold less. Those who can play a game of tennis, 
organize a theater party, read a romance, and live in another 
world outside of the school room—primarily, we need co-oper- 
ative teachers." 


This same principle is applicable to mothers, especially 


young mothers. The habit of reprimanding is the worst habit 
a teacher of any kind can give way to. 


If the school teacher or the home teacher is continually 


scolding, the young minds are impressed with that tone of voice 
and expression of face, and only impressed with a desire to get 
away from it. 


To teach any one anything, the first requisite is confidence 


in your own ability, and no young mind will have confidence 
in any teacher who does not enjoy the subjects he or she is 
-teaching, and enjoy imparting it to others. 


Enthusiasm is youthful, ambition is optimism, and with 


both of these qualities no one can grow old. Youth will be 
perennial and beauty everlasting. Hope in one's ultimate suc- 
cess inspires courage to continue and persevere in any ambition. 


To keep young, teachers should interest themselves in the 


personal ambitions of children, and humor their enthusiasm 
for games and exercises. Give them hope and encouragement,^ 
never discourage them. Young minds lose hope quickly if dis- i 
couraged in any ambitious undertaking. 
| 


Encouragement is progression. Advice has little effect upon"*" 


an ambitious youth. Experience must be the final instructor. 
Youth is beautiful only in its happiness. Discouragement will 
put the stamp of age upon the face of a child. 


If teachers, whether in public schools or in the humblest 


home, would imbibe a little of the optimistic enthusiasm of 
their children and pupils, they could instruct them more lib- 
erally, and at the same time get more happiness out of life for 
themselves. 


- To relieve responsibility .teachers must enjoy it. The fact 
tnaf tender minds are'in your power ^to mold, for good or other- 
wise, is a responsibility that can only be measured by the 
motherhood in you. 


And the mother, father and teacher who do not appreciate 


their duty toward youthful growth deny themselves God's 
blessings. 


Nothing is ever gained by scoldings or chastisement. If 


parents would take time to explain to children, in language that 
they could understand, wherein they were wrong or right, edu- 
cation would be simplified and the world beautified. 


In requesting teachers to organize theater parties and play 


.tennis, Prof. Heeter wants them to have relaxation from work, 
that they may return to it refreshed in mind and body. 


Teachers in. schools should be changed from • one grade to 


another every\year. Teaching,;the'same3lessons all the time is

fessor advocates.

Variety is the essence of life. And as one set expression

would give no reason. There was no re- 
course other 'than that provided by tho 
charter, the recall, and this was an ideal 
case for the recall according to the com-, 
mittee of investigators. 


"The nearest to. a reasonable defense 


the majority directors ha\e yet offered 
is that they have a right to discharge 
any school employe, from superintendent 
to janitor. But they must recognize tljat 
there is a great difference between sum- 
marily discharging a janitor and dismiss- 
ing a superintendent without 
the de- 


cency of a hearing or a defense for him- 
self. 
Janitors can b4 obtained readily 


enough; a superintendent of schools such 
as P. F. Bunker is an exceptional man. 


"Some of the foremost educators have 


said he is the best In California, and 
one of the best in the United States. It 
Is fair even to assume that he is -north 
more to the city of Berkeley than all 
three majority directors put together. If 
a Janitor were dismissed, ttcrc could be 
no Question of a recall- 'Ifwould be-lm- 
possible to'get signatures''enough'to a 
petition!1

CONTINUES ATTACK. 


Mayor J. Stitt Wilson continued at 
two meetings last evening his attack on 
the recallers and'defense of the assailed 
members of the school beard. He spoke 
first at tho home of "Mrs. ilary McHonry 
KaUh and on Atherton street and later 
at tiie Finnish Comiades' hall in West 
Berkeley. In part he said: 
"The question befbie you' Is whether 
you will sustain the directois, and make 
Professor M. C. James, the head of our 
schools,1 or 'elect the new directors and 
retail! Mr- ..Bunker. Tho directors ..have 
done1' nothing wrong, 
v" nothing unjust, 
nothing .'beyond their 
authority. 
They 
Bimpl/ decided not to retain Mr. Bunk- 
er and to place Mr. James In his place. 
"To the minds of thousands of our 
citizens this Is, to say the least, an 
exercise of good judgment, and a com- 
mendable act, and to use the 
recall 
against them for such an act is ridic- 
ulous and absurd and calculated to pre- 
vent its use when.it ought to be used. 
"From the standpoint of scholarship, 
character and administrative ability Mr. 
James is eq.ua! to every demand 
the 
people of Berkeley wish to make upon 
him. Comparisons are odious.' Neverthe- 
less election day will show that the peo- 
ple believe Mr. James superior in these 
respects to the incumbent. 
"I greatly hesitate to refer to Mr. 
Bunker in any unfavorable tdrms. We 
do not- wish to say •ungenerous tilings, 'or 
to get any -man's 'Scnlri. But "Mr. "Bunker 
has rebelled against-hls supdrlor officers, 
the school board, ana forted the Question 
of his own personality us a candidate for 
superintendent into politics, where It was 
never Intended to be put and he must 
take tho consequences. 
"We are engaged in an unnatural po- 
litical struggle and one which the charter 
does not provide for, vis.: a. political.bat- 
tle and strife over which of two per- 
sons shall bo a school superintendent. 
This arises from Mr. Bunker's own arro- 
gant act, when on that fatal Tuesday 
night, after attacking his superior offi- 
cers, he said: 'I hereby respectfully no- 
tify you that I shall appeal from tho 
decision of the board and that I decline 
to withdraw my nama from candidacy for 
re-election.' 
"Such insubordination, and such a pre- 
cipitation of the people of Berkeley Into 
an election over Mr. Bunker's person- 
ality with all Its .needless strlfo and loss 
of money, deserves the eteru .rebuke that

BERKELEY, April 9. — "I am opposed 


to everything that is In favor of the li- 
quor traffic," said Dr. "Sam" Small, 
noted e\angelist and temperance lecturer 
of Georgia, at the opening meeting In the 
anti-sealed package 
amendment cam- 


paign last night at the First Presbyterian 
church. 


"There is no palliation for It, no ex- 
cuse for It, nothing good about It. 
The 
thing that makes the saloon bad is the 
alcohol that is in tho di ink 
Alcohol is 


the spirit of thn devil itself. 
You can't 
make the devil good by legulation 
In 
Athens, Georgia, the seat of the State 
university, the dispensary proved so bad 
that the people went down and smashed 
everything in It and emptied all the liquor 
into the gutter. The dispensary was the 
belching fountain of more devilment uian 
all the saloons together. You are Invited 
now to let that sort of a thing come 
into Berkeley—not one of them, but an 
unlimited number. 
"The greatest feather that the liquor 
men of California can put in their caps 
will be the passing of this amendment. 
It won't be to your honor, to your fame 
abroad or your safety at home. It won't 
bo a help to you on building your city 
into an Athens on the Pacific coast. 


PROPHESIES PROHIBITION. 


Dr. Small prophesied that 
California 
and all the States of the far west would 
adopt State wide prohibition as a result 
of the votes of women. 
"If California stays wet," said the 
speaker, "jou women will be responsible. 
If you women do what is expected of 
you, 
therewill be on overwhelming ma- 
jority for prohibition from one end of 
the State to the other 
"Of all the retail liquor dealers under 
the American flag, more than half of 
them are in six States—New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania* Illinois, Wisconsin 
and California. 
We have gradually run 
the liquor business Into these six States 
and we will bore holes In the bottom of 
them and let the whole liquor traffic go 
to hell, where It belongs." 
Dr. Small received hearty applause dur- 
ing his address and as he finished his 
argument against the proposed amend- 
ment. At its close opportunity was given 
any who desired to enroll as workers In 
the local campaign or, to make subsc'-lp- 
tlons to help defray expenses. 
"We-need to know exactly what the sit- 
uation is," said Professor Herms, of the 
university, chairman of 
the 
executive 
committee. 
"We want men and women 
in every block at work to find out how 
each voter stands on the question. The 
only reason yet advanced why Berkeley 
should vote wet is that it is not fair 
to the Berkeley merchants that Oakland 
merchants should have the privilege of 
selling liquors in Berkeley while 
local 
merchants are denied this privilege. No 
self-respecting grocer of Berkeley cares 
to become a saloon keeper. He would In- 
jure his business by so doing."

On the othe* 
hand, whatever we do will be character-* 
ized by good motives, dignity, and wit*i-« 
out criticism of others who may disagree 
with us 
Fourthly, our aim Is for a more 


comprehensive religious movement, baaed, 
on the modern 
viewpoint of religious' 


thought, and with a wider appeal to 
sources of excellent men and women who 
are not actively Identified with othes 
churches. 


"The interest being taken in our even-< 


ing services is not . based 
on vulgai 


curiosity; nor are the people In atten- 
dance either vulgar or curious. Most of 
them aro friends and personal acquain- 
tances of ourselves, and they are num- 
bered among the best families In this 
city. 
Sixthly, I am preaching to tna 


largest night audiences in my ministry 
of twelve years, and there is growing 
interest in the kind of preaching being 
attempted.

church, we are yet holding services there.

Arguments for and against a, return to 


the time limit 
for 
Methodist pastors, 


/jjrmed part of an interesting; discussion 
JR yesterday's session of the Oakland 
Methodist preachers' meeting. The elec- 
tloi of bishops for a term of years and 
their return to the pastorate after com- 
pleting their service as general superin- 
tendents, were also made subjects of de- 
bate. Among those who spoke freely on 
changes in Methodist policy and admin- 
istration which seemed to them desirable 
were Dr. J. H. N. Williams, pastor of the 
College Avenue church', Berkeley, iJr. G. 
5V. White of the First church, Oakland, 
and Dr. S. D. Hutslnpiller, superlntend- 
£ht of the Oakland district of the Call-, 
i)rn!a annual conference. 


^The pastor of First church and the 
khHtrict superintendent were, last Sep- 
iomber, elected by the annual conference 
as daleefates to the genera! conference 
which meets In Minneapolis on the first 
day of May. 
The general 
conference 
meeting once In four years, Is the only 
body in the denomination which pos- 
sesses powers ot legislation. 
This con- 
ference 
also 
elects 
new bishops and 
chooses the editors of official ohurch pe- 
riodicals, secretaries of the benevolent 
boards and the managers of the exten- 
sive publishing interests of the denom- 
ination. 


FAVORS RETURN. 


Dr. "Williams, who read a paper dealing 
with the constitutional history of the 
church from the time of its complete or- 
ganization In 1784, declared himself In fa- 
vor of a return to the time limit for 
Jiastorates as an "advantage to the 
commonality of Methodist preachers," 
Dr. Williams opposed tlie establishment 
of a dioceasan episcopacy, holding that a 
rotation of presiding officers 
at the 
session of annual conference was more 
democratic and tended to pi event favor- 
JUsrrT in the making of appointments. 
The rule of the people, the further de- 
mocratization of the church, and 
the 
election of bishops from among the pas- 
tors rather than from among ministers 
serving as 
college presidents, editors, 
secretaries, etc., were also (advocated 
by Dr. Williams. 
Dr. White, pastor of the First church, 
opposed, a return to the discarded prin- 
ciple of a. time limit for pastors, urging 
that men of. pre-eminent ability, filling 
Important city pulpits, were given a bet- 
ter opportunity under the present system 
to build themselves into the lif« of the 
cities in which they lived and to build up 
national reputations as a result of local 
fame. • 


WOULD LIMIT TERM. 


Dr. White favored electing the bishops 
for a limited term with opportunity for 
re-election if tho church desired them to 
continue in that office. . 
"If bishops ara elected for a, term." 
said Dr. White, "there will not be as 
politics Jn the church. The plum In the 
bishop's position is that it Is a Ufa job. 
Life tenure is the great charm In the 
office, . The larger superannuate support 
given retired bishops Is out of all pro- 
portion to the support given retired pas- 
tors and is a great Injustice." 
This, It was -brought in the discussion, 
referred to the fact that a retired bishop 
receives $2500 a year and a retired pas- 
tor often receives but two or three hun- 
dred less. 
Instead of being opposed to the dis- 
tricting of the bishops. Dr. White held 
that such a procedure would add econ- 
omy and Intelligence In administration. 
Co-ordinato power for bishop and district 
superintendents In the fixing °' appoint- 
ments was also advocated by the First 
jjlurch pastor. 


URGES DEMOCRACY. 


Dr. Hutslnpiller urged the application 


of the democratic principle from top to 
bottom, .that is. treating the bishops not 
as members of a higher order than the 
pastors, but as equal with them In min- 
isterial standing. 
Rev. W. W. Case of the Shattuck A-S- 
nue church: Rev. s. M. Woodward of the 
San Leandro church, and Rev. H. 
J. 
Wlnsor of the Eighth Avenue 
church, 
Oakland, and Rev. A. J. Hanson of the 
Golden Gate church, endorsed the elec- 
tion of general superintendents for 
a 
term of years rather'than for life. 
Other ministers who took part In the 
djscussion were the Rev. Sprague Davis 
ofl Allendale, the Rev. A. E. Llnd, pas- 
toftl of the Swedish Methodist 
church, 


aOw.Iand; Rev. F. A. Scarvie of the Nor- 
wev3lian-Dan!sh MetfcodJst church, and 
W. E. Coffmban of the Marln Avenue 
church, Albany. 
Coffmon suggested that 
Instead of having the appointments made 
annually with resulting unrest among the 
ministers and churches at the end of 
each year, the appointments be made 
pverv second or third year, and that the 
principle of a minimum wage should be 
applied by tho church, guaranteeing to 
the pastors of tho smaller churches a liv- 
ing wage and sufficient working capital.
